CRUDE SLIGHTLY BETTER. 
The seriousness of the export situation is 
' ted in the crude oil markets of this coun- 
try, and although in a measure they have im- 
proved slightly over a month ago, the condi- 
tion of the producers is even more serious 
by reason of their having to hang on with 
little cash to do with. The Standard pipe 


lines in the East are now taking a third of 
the former runs of oil. The lines, it is also 
announced, will issue pipe line certificates 
and the Consolidated Exchange of New Yor! 
and the old Pittsburgh Oil Exchange are now 
busy making plans to deal in them. Out West 
the lines are taking forty and fifty per cent 
of the oil, and one, the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company, the Standard’s alleged subsidiary in 
Texas, is paying for oil at Ardmore, Okla.. 
60 per cent of it in script, and it is announced 
that this will continue for four months, from 
September 1. The script is to run six months 
and draw 6 per cent interest. 

Producers are organizing both East and 
West against the bad shipping conditions and 
the low market. In the West a trial of 
strength is on between the oil producers, the 
pipe line companies and the Cklahoma Cor- 
poration Commission. September 9 the Com- 
mission issued an order forbidding the pipe 
line companies to buy oil at less than 75c a 
barrel and the producers to sell oil for less 
than that. 
Prairie Oil & Gas Company notifying the 


This order was the result of the 


Commission that an agreement, as they alleged, 
to give ten days’ notice in case of a reduction 
in oil, was off. The Commission had under- 
taken to give this agreement the strength of 
an order, but the Prairie refused to recognize 
it as such, alleging that their competitors are 
buying oil at 20 and 25 cents less than the 
market and they can’t afford to hang on any 
longer. By competitors, one probably is the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company, which has been 


taking a great deal of oil at 55 cents a barrei 
in the Cushing field, and some of the others 
are said to be Independent refiners who are 
likewise profiting by the big production in 
Cushing. 


Many meetings have been held of producers 
in Oklahoma and the latest plan is to give the 
Oklahoma Corporation Commission the power 
by legislation, to be proposed at the session 

the legislature this winter, to arbitrarily 
shut down all wells drilling and to have ab 
solute control over the oil industry of the 

tate on the theory that it is conserving a 
natural resource. 

A 10 cent reduction in price in Oklahoma 
crude made by the Prairie Oil & Gas Com- 
pany, Saturday morning, September 12, brought 
matters to a head and reports from there now 
are that probably the whole oil situation will 
get into the courts. Monday morning, Sep- 
tember 14, the Standard lines in the East cut 
North Lima, South Lima and Illinois 5 cents, 
bringing the price down to 97 cents in Illinois, 
96 cents in South Lima, and $1.01 a barrel 
for North Lima. 

The proposed efforts of the administration 
to put a tax of two cents a gallon on gasoline 
for the purpose of raising war revenue pro- 
voked a loud outcry from the oil trade, and 
a movement was at once started to have a 
duty placed on Mexican crude. It was pointed 
out that the imports of Mexican crude now 
run more than two million barrels a month, 
and that a cent a gallon on this would bring 
as much money as on the gasoline. And, 
furthermore, it would protect American oil 
and give the producers an equal show in the 
market. It was pointed out to Congressmen 
that Mexican oil is breaking the fuel oil and 
crude markets, so that with the exports that 
are held back in this country by the war, the

Independent Refiners Put Up 
Storage for Growing Surplus 


The United States pipe line, owned by th 
Pure Oil Company, and the Independent re- 
finers on it, ran into storage the past month 
the oil that has heretofore been sent abroad, 
and, it is reported, that the company has 
enough storage yet to hold another month's 
run. After that, however, the refiners say 
they will probably have to put up their own 
storage or else shut down. 

Refiners at Warren, Pa., are reported to be 
already putting up Independent storage to 
carry their stocks of lubricating and burning 
oils. The refiners on the National Transit 
Company’s line are reported to be still taking 
all the oil, although it is a great effort on 
their part to do so; while the refiners on 
the United States line are only running about 
50 per cent or even less of their capacity, 


which is less than they were running the month 
before, and the Pure Oil pipe line interests 
are taking practically the same percentage of 
oil from the producers as the Standard lines. 
The Pure Oil Company has been unable to 
market any of its refinery products abroad 
or the products of refineries on its export oil 
line for the reason that its entire market is 
in Germany and Holland, which are practically 
closed to them at the present time, Holland 
being really only a port of entry to Ger- 
many. 

The Eastern Independent refiners say that 
they have either got to store their burning oil 
or shut down, as they cannot afford to sell it 
for fuel oil, the prevailing market for fuel 
oil in the East being 2 to 2% cents a gallon 
at the outside, whereas the burning oil market

“LUBS” ARE SLOW. 

Although the bulk business to foreign ports 
averaged fair and all British, French and 
\merican vessels were kept busy and even 
some thirty German boats of Standard Oil 
ownership, which were transferred to the 
American flag, barrel shipments of lubricating 
oil were reported slow. This was due to in- 
ability to get accommodations on liners, many 
of them being taken off their regular runs, 
and due to the slowing down of lubricating 
necessities in Europe. When it appeared the 
latter part of August that shipping conditions 
had so greatly improved, there was an im 
provement in inquiries from Great Britain par 
ticularly for lubricating oil. Part of this is 
credited to the people who had been handling 
Russian, Galician and Roumanian oils, and 


part otf it t 


f it to a desire to hook up some stuff 
ahead, but so far no new orders of conse- 
quence are reported. American oil exporters 
holding contracts say that the Europeans art 
still way behind on those contracts, and there 
is no prospect really of their catching up. 
Some Russian oil has been sold in this coun 


try, being handled by London firms. This is 


due to the fact, however, that Russian oil 
doesn't make cylinder stock. 

Little trouble is reported in handling pay- 
ments for oil. Exporters with foreign offices 
are requiring deposits of cash in Paris or 
London banks, and exporters selling through 
brokers in this country are requiring cash in 
New York banks, and the brokers in turn have 
the cash abroad set to their credit in Paris or 
London. 

Reports are that the Union Petroleum Com- 
pany has reached settlement with the English 
government for the confiscation of a cargo 
of fuel oil, a cargo of kerosene and a lot of 
barrel shipments of lubricating oil which were 
seized somewhere on the high seas and con- 
verted to English use. The report has it that 
the settlement was made on the full invoice 
prices. 

John McArdle, vice president of the Fred 
G. Clark Company, Cleveland, Ohio, reports 
that business has not only picked up a little 


bit on the European shipments the past two 
weeks, but the past ten days the financial end 
in this country has improved. 


Collections 
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have shown up much better than in the previous 


sixty days. He feels that the whole situation

Are Used

obtainable, practically 
every automobile within the boundaries of 
the warring nations, irrespective of size, 
power, type, color, age or anything else by 
which its character as a war vehicle might 
ve decided, has been requisitioned by one 
ot the battling countries, and is at present 
in use as a despatch carrier or supply trans- 
port. Not less than 250,000 motor cars of 
various types are in use at present by the 
various armies, and some reports place the 
number even higher 

The French army alone has pressed into 
service not less than 80,000 passenger cars 
and trucks, says Emanuel Lascaris, man- 
ager of the De Dion Bouton selling inter- 
ests in this country, who has just returned 
from the De Dion factory near Paris, states 
“Automobile.” 
| 


\ccording to Lascaris, the 
iorse is used only in the cavalry, all the 
French army officers using high powered 
touring cars, and the supply trains carry- 
ing provisions to the front being made up 
entirely of automobile trucks. Practically 
all the French automobile factories have 
been taken over by the government, and the 
men at work are either turning out trucks 
for army transportation or are engaged in 


the manufacture of munitions of war.

SWAMPS U.S. 


Two Million Barrels Flood Mar- 
kets Each Month Now

\ tariff on imports of Mexican oil to this 
country is demanded by every division of the 
oil trade. The demand for the tariff is made 
primarily on the ground of protection to 
American oil and to afford the government 
the necessary revenue to take the place of 
that lost from the shutting down of other im- 
ports 

When it appeared that the administration at 
Washington probably would put a tax on 
gasoline, THE NEWS got in touch with all 
oil associations and organizations of pro- 
ducers, refiners and marketers, and a flood of 
petitions protesting against the tax on gasoline 
and demanding a tariff on Mexican oil went 
to Washington as a result 

About two million barrels of Mexican oil 
re being brought to this country and sold 


each month, whereas almost as large an 


unt of American crude oil is going into 


orage through lack of customers. The im 
rtation of Mexican oil has increased very 
pidly but with little nois« For the year 
ending June 30, according to the figures of 


the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com 


merce, Mexican importations jumped from 
145,000,000 gallons in 1912, to nearly three 
times in 1913, and up to 773,000,000 gallons in 
1914, and the figures for July showed even 
a higher rate. It is this big influx of cheap 
oil, it is pointed out, that has helped to de- 
stroy the American crude oil and fuel oil 
market. The war is to blame for a great 
deal of the depression and the slack condi- 
tion of markets in this country is to blame 
for a little bit more, but Mexico, although 
it has not been in the hmelight for nearly 
five years, is a most important factor in the 
low market. 

At Tulsa, Okla., the producers, when these 
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fleet, her commerce at the peril of British 
cruisers and with only a comparatively few 
of her own war vessels engaged in preying 
on English and French commerce, it seems 
practically an impossibility for her to rely 
on supplies from outside her boundaries.

GERMANY SHUT OFF. 

The greater interest at present really lies 
in the four oil producing countries of Europe, 
and naturally that interest first turns to Ger- 
many—hemmed in on three sides by her 
enemies—whose oil industry is the smallest of 
the four, so small that she relies on foreign 
sources for the bulk of her supplies. The 
production of crude in Germany has been very 
regular for quite a number of years, and is 
roughly 780,000 to 840,000 barrels per annum. 
To this has been added a steadily increasing 
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supply of fuel oil obtained from coal-tar, and 
in this connection it may be said that in the 
distillation of coal Germany has probably 
made much greater strides than any other 
country. The oil derived from this source 
has been found to give fairly satisfactory re- 
sults, not only when used in a furnace for 
raising steam, but when used for the running 
of internal combustion engines of the heavy 
oil type. These combined resources, however, 
only supply a fraction of her needs, and she 
has to rely on the state Roumania and Galicia 
for the most of her requirements in all grades 
of mineral oil 

It may be taken for granted right away that 
so long as the British fleet controls the Atlan 
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tic trade route and maintains the present very 
effective blockade of German ports, she will 
receive no supplies from the states, even if 
the refiners and marketers were prepared to 
run the financial risk—a most improbable 
thing. Before the war started Roumania was 
—and may still be—a_ steadily expanding 
source of supply to Germany. The Steaua 
Romano, which is one of the biggest produc- 
ing companies in Roumania, is under German 
control, and a year ago it started a very care- 
fully organized scheme for the maintainance 
of regular supplies to Germany by forming a 
transport company called the “Bavarian Lloyd” 
for the purpose of running a regular service

Commission Waits in Vain for 
Complaints on Pipe Line Rates 


By Special Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.— Although 
great opposition was expected to the rates 
filed by the pipe line companies, and which be- 
came effective August 15, no formal or in- 
formal complaints that make a direct issue 
have come to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. More letters came to the Commission 
immediately after the Supreme Court an 
nounced its decision and opinion on the pipe 
line case than have come since that time 
The letters then, coming mostly from Kansas 
and Oklahoma, voiced dissatisfaction with the 
decision of the court that the Uncle Sam Co 


was not a common carrier because engaged

Court Holds Underground Tanks a Nuisance 


Michigan Tribunal Fears They May “Ex: 
plode’’ Though Experts Say They Are Safe 


Underground storage tanks for gasoline 
ried near residences in a residence district 
because of the fire hazard to those rest 
lences, private nuisances in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of Michigan, rendered in a 
case that came up in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
July 24, of this year. 

The case was brought by neighbors to the 
Baxter Laundry Company, of Grand Rapids. 
They alleged that two 10,000-gallon storage 
nks, which the Baxter Company wanted to 
ury within a dozen feet of the edge of its 
property, were a hazard to their property. 
The case was hard fought through the lower 
courts. The decision of the Supreme Court 
seemed to turn on a statement of a witness 
that a quart of gasoline was as explosive as 

large quantity of gun powder, which state- 
ment, however, the witness had qualified by 
saying that the gasoline had to be confined, 
vaporized and properly mixed with oxygen 
and fired. However, the word “explosion” 
seemed to stick in the court's mind, according 
to those who viewed the case, so that it found 
that there was more than ordinary danger 
to the residences near these tanks, despite 
the fact that all the insurance companies testi 
fed that they would not raise the rates on 
hese residences because of the tanks. 

The case turned on a number of points. 
One was that there were several ordinances 
in Grand Rapids regulating the storage and 
handling of gasoline. One ordinance con 
cerned only the companies that are selling 


asoline as a business and the other is a 


special ordinance applying to dry cleaning 
establishments. The Baxter Laundry Com 
any alleged that no matter how the company

In case 
ot any explosion inside, the cover is thrown 
open, the angle-iron hits the top of the tank 
and the cover immediately flies back in place 
In case the explosion was caused by a flame 
inside the tank the man hole cover returning 
to its place puts out the fire at once. 

Mr. Willock said he had these covers on 
some settling tanks, which went through 
very bad fire at his refinery some time ago 
Whenever the tanks would get too hot the 
expanding vapor would blow the covers open 
and sometimes the vapor would catch fire and 
sometimes it would not, but before it could 
burn more than a few seconds the cover would 
be back in place and the fire would be out 
He said these tanks went through the fire in 
excellent condition, and without really burn 
ing.

} men are so familiar, had been insisted upon 
very strongly by the administration in_ the 
House, but had been so amended in the Senate 
committee that on its reaching the floor the 
recommendation of the leading lawyers of the 
Senate carried as to turning the unfair com 
petition features over to the Trades Com 
mission 

In the opinion of leading Senators, talked 

by the secretary of the Independent Pe- 
troleum Marketers’ Association at Washing- 
ton the last of August, the oil men will be 
much better off under the Interstate Trad 
Commission than under just the anti-discrim 
ination clause and the rest of the Clayton anti 
trust bill, and in the opinion of these Senators, 
one of whom particularly, Senator Cummins 
of lowa, has had long experience with oil 
legislation, the Interstate Trades Commission 
bill, as it will finally come from the con- 
ference committee and be enacted by the 
House and Senate, will be a good measure 
for the oil trade. Senator Cummins himself 
is among those on the conference committee. 
Joining in this opinion were Senators Robt. 
L. Owen, of Oklahoma, who is one of the 
recognized real lawyers of the Senate, and 
T. E. Burton, of Ohio, who for years has 
been one of the foremost men in public life 
in Washington.

ficient reason for a company reducing its 
price and discriminating. In other words, the

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Fuel Oil Salesmen Should Eliminate Coal Piles 


Refiner Says They Try to Sell Only to 


the Manufacturer Already Using Oil 


Are your fuel oil salesmen trying to elim- 
inate coal piles, or are they simply trying to 
ill the already charted fuel oil tanks of manu- 
facturers? 

That is the question suggested by the com 
ments of a well-known refiner recently on 
vetting the latest report as to the state otf 
the fuel oil market. In response to his i 
quiry one fuel oil salesman facetiously re- 
plied “anything over thirty cents per barrel de- 
livered.” 

“There it goes again, fuel oil at way less 
than the cost of the crude,’ continued the re- 
finer. “Of course, in a great many manufac- 
turing businesses it is necessary to sell some 
things at a manufacturing loss, but there is 
no sense of selling fuel oil at thirty cents or 

ifty cents or even sixty cents per barrel. It 
ought to be kept up to just within a few cents 
of coal, and perhaps in some cases a little 
bit over the price of coal, because in many 
cases fuel oil, even at a higher price than coal, 
can be used much more efficiently and econom- 
ically than coal 

“But the trouble with the average person 
with fuel oil is that he thinks 
by-product, he does not give its sale much con-

sideration and he hunts for the cheapest way 
to sell it. His salesmen, therefore, just hit 
the spots where they find oil tanks; it does 
not make any difference how many coal piles 
they find in between those oil tanks, nor how 
what the coal

own them, and hike on for the nearest oil 
tank, where they all meet together and _ bid 
their heads off for the business. The

‘T have not heard of a single fuel oil sales- 
man, especially among the Independents, wh 
is making any serious effort to eliminate 
piles. All they and their bosses seem to think 
of is to fill oil tanks. If they would devote 
a little energy that they expend in cutting 
the market, to

some of these coal piles that a coal pile 
is really a most expensive thing, to say noth- 
ing of its being dirty, and take them back in 
their engine rooms and show them how much 


it would be 


they can save by using fuel oil, 
no time at all before we would have more 
customers for fuel oil than we could supply 
There is no reason why we could not keep that 
state of the market continuously by exer- 
cising a little salesmanship. “For an article 
for which there is absolutely an unlimited con- 
sumption there is no sense in having a cut 
market all the time. If this country actually 
went to using fuel oil the way it could be 
made to do, it could not consume all the oil 
made, even if we stopped making all the other 
products, and yet here we are satisfied with 
a little handful of fuel oil consumers and 
letting them represent the market. Naturally 
they cannot absorb all the fuel oil that we can 
make, especially with the export turned back 
on us, and they get the advantage of all the 
price-cutting proclivities of the refiner

Kind of a fool question, but we ran across Jerry Mur- 
phy, father of a linseed oil soap decorated with that 
famous Irish name, and boss of a jobbing and manufactur- 
ng business in Cleveland, on the street car the other 
norning. Appreciating that the smiling “]. T.” is making 
somewhere less than a million dollars a year and there- 
lore entitled to have several cars, we made bold to josh 
him about his making use of such a plebian convevance. 
Whereupon the Hon. Jerry, who must have had an an- 
cestor in politics once upon a time, came back at us: 

“What business can I do riding around in that motor 
car?” he demanded. “Do I see anybody? Can I talk to 
nybody; Is there any chance to meet people that I don't 
have time to see during the rest of the day? 

“See here young man, do you appreciate what a

N the present strained condition not only of 
oil but of all trades every effort to bring about har 
monious co-operation should be pushed along rathe 

than hindered. There is no reason why the jobber can't 
look at the refiner’s difficulties and do all in his power t 
help the refiner over those difficulties. Nor is there an 
reason why the refiner can’t help the jobber, and the pro 
ducer, and vice versa, when need be. 

What can be done? A whole lot of things; but most 
important those little considerations that come up in busi 
ness almost every day. You don’t have to hunt around fo1 
a great big SOMETHING to do, and do nothing until you 
find it. If you are a jobber perhaps the refiner who called 
you up this morning would have greatly appreciated your 
stretching a point and asking him if there was anything 
you could do to help what ails him and then have taken a 
couple of extra cars of kerosene without going shopping 
around the country for a possible saving of a tenth of a 
cent. And if you are a refiner maybe some jobber would 
be glad if you were to offer to hold up a couple of ship- 
ments, or allow him a little more time. At all events you 
might ask him if there’s anything in particular you might 
have it in your power to do. Some fellows might take 
advantage of you but the average man won't. He'll play 
square even though he stands to lose a little money. 





And if you are a producer, you might forego the time 
honored custom of getting all your money the minute 
your crude is run, or you might admit that it’s tough that 
a refiner is tied up to your low grade crude on which he 
can’t possibly hope to make any money, and help him get 
some high grade stuff to mix with it, 

A letter from Judge M. J. Byrne, who also is the 
head of one of the important oil jobbing companies of 
New England, down at Waterbury, Conn., in discussing 
present conditions said: 

“Above all things, let differences, whatever they may 
be, which have heretofore, or which may now, exist as 
between the marketers and the refiners be in this hour of 
sore need relegated and left for future discussion. In 
other words, we should all now be united and our efforts 
diplomatically directed toward the accomplishment of the 
general Independent idea.” 

Have you tried to forget anything that would be 
better dropped anyway ? 


. G. JAMES, former publisher of a daily

His problem is that of improving the market 
ing conditions. We haven't agreed with Mr. James worth 
a cent many times in the past; maybe we won't in the 
future, but on this job of his we want him to have the 
help of every oil man whether jobber, refiner or producer, 
and whether conservative or radical. It’s a mighty big 
task that he has and we hope he can and will work it out, 
a at all events put up the hammer and give him a fair 
chance.

Brokers Urge Value of Oil Exchanges on Producers 


Eastern Brokers Favor Open Market to 


By Special Correspondent. 
PITTSBURGH, PA., Sept. 7.—All was 
gloom in the oil world a month ago when 
reign exports dropped off, and the South 
Penn Oil Company, through the Joseph 
Seep Agency, curtailed its purchases of 
crude oil, but gradual concessions on the 
part of the district’s leading Standard Oil 
interests have lessened the burden imposed 
upon the producers. About a week ago the 
Seep Agency announced that instead of fol- 
lowing the “war measure of August 4,” dur 
ing September it would buy up to one-third 


of the previous normal production, which 1s 
run into the Eureka, National Transit, 
South West Penn, Cumberland and Buck 
eye Pipe Lines 

During August the daily purchases aver 
aged 4,000 barrels, and this month they will 
average at least 20,000 barrels. It also was

ready have on hand. This action enables 
producers to secure ready cash at once, so 
they can pay the cost of operations during 
the past month. The order applies only to

The National Transit Company has de- 
cided to issue pipe line warrants or certifi- 
cates in payment for oil delivered to the 
pipe line. This action also cheered oil 
country men, as the certificates are bank- 
able. Back in 1895, previous to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company arbitrarily fixing the prices 
ot crude oil, pipe line certificates were han 
dled in the oil exchanges of Pittsburgh, New 
York, Oil City, Bradford and elsewhere, but 
as speculation in oil ceased the certificates 
gradually dropped out of use, and the oil 
exchanges likewise passed out of existence 
Last week the Pittsburgh Stock Exchange 
and the Consolidated Stock Exchange, of 
New York, both decided to trade in certifi- 
cates, particularly when the pipe lines are
